GLENBORO, Nov. 16. —Joseph and 
Edgar Pocock came to @lenboro in the 
spring of 1888 and worked with farmers 
for three years. They were careful, 
steady boys and were aged respectively 
19 and 21. In March of 1892 they rent- 
eda farm from John McDsnaia, four 
miles east of Glox: Sore, with ‘everything 
required ona 360 scre farm, Tne only 
claim againstthem wasa chattel mort- 
gage on one of their four horses. Last

The Hill Murder Case. 


At 2 o'clock on Wednesday afternoon, 
young Hill was placed in the dock and 
the dreadful charge of murder read te 
him. During the time it was being read 
the pri stood with a bold determined 
look on be face, but inno way did he 
give a sign that he was one of the moet 
interested individuals in the crewded 
court room. When he was asked the 
question of ‘guilty, or pot guilty,” he 
answered ina faint voice ‘net guilty.” 
Asthe crown was not ready the court 
adjourned the case till Thursday morn- 


ug.

mane. Mr, Howell in opening the case 
forthe crowm stated that they would 
»rove that deceased died frcm poison. 
etective Foster proved having taken 
the boy in custedy at Virden atter the 
trial before the Magistrates there. Mrs. 
Storey a near peighber of the deceased 
gave evidence im regard to the boy Hill 
coming over on the fatal Wednesday 
morning to borrow the mustard and when 
Hill was asked by Mrs. Storey if Greaves 
was unwell, he answered no, but he had 
net got up to breakfast with him. Mrs. 
Storey gave an account of the interior of 
Greaves’ shanty which appears to have 
been very poorly farnished and with few 
comforts ig it, 

George Storey wo was the next wit- 
ness stated thet belived on the next 
farm, that (Greaves wasa healthy well 
made men, he corroborated his wife's 
evidence in regard tothe boy coming for 
the mustard. He, the prisoner stated 
that Mr. Greaves wae going over to Pear- 
son with the team andthat the deceased 
had told him that he could take the horse 
and buggy and go to his moegers. Jacob 
Pearson swore that Greaves pd net been 
over to their place on the Wednesday. 
Dr, Goulding swore to the analysis of 
the stomach and finding portions: ft nicat 
and the hulls of oats. Wm. & Mundel, 
father of Mrs. Storey, proved the finding 
of the package ot mustard give, By Mrs. 
Storey to the boy. He found it iwe pile of 
stones outside the shauty. He swore 
positively that the mustasd had been 
placed there, this he was confident of 
from the position in which he found it. 
He proved the position of the body when 
he entered the santy. W. H. Daubany 
brother-in-law of the deceased swore 
that he arrived Mrs. Storey'econ the 
Monday, that almost uamedistely atter 
his arrival he went over to Greaves’ 
shanty. fie, with the assistance of Mun- 
del, tooked for the watch, in the evening 
at S.orey’s he saw the prisoner and asked 
him about the watch; Prisoner said he 
last saw watch on previous Sunday week, 
and alco that the last time he saw Greaves 
alive was on Weeuesday morning. The 
tirst time he saw him dead was on Friday 
The boy stated that Mr. Greaves had 
sent him with a letter to Lemon Cook ou 
Wednesday, that on Thursday he went to 
Pearson, that he did not tell the neigh- 
bors that Greaves was Gead because he 
was afraid 


Owing to the large number of witnesses 
examined and the length of the case and 
the want of space weare only able to 
give a synopsis of the evidence. 

The neighbors did not feel at all afraid 
at not seeing Greaves as the boy Hill had 
said he had gone away to visita sick 
brother. During the ‘next fewdays the 
boy used to work around the place, but 
used te go to his mother’s for his meals 
and aleep thereat night. His mother 
told him he oughtto stay at Greaves’ 
house and look after things, but he said 
he could not stay there as it was so ione- 
ly. Hill's little brother, seven years of 
age, saul be had gone with Philip to 
Greaves’ hc ise on two or three occasions 
and that he saw his brother take the 
watch and chain and that Philip had told 
him to tell nobody as he might be hung. 
On each occasion he saw Greaves lying on 
the floor in the same position, amd from 
that reason he knew he was On 
the followiag Sunday, as noone was 
around to attend to the cattle, one of the 
neighbors wentover. he went to the house 
to get some feed for the pig and discov- 
ered the body of Greaves on the floor, 
The body was buried but afterwards ex- 
amined by Dr Patterson, of er i 
and the stomash handed to Pref. Ken- 
dick, cf Winnipeg, the public analyst, 
who discovered stryhnine in it. On the 
stove the porridge pot was found and ia 
it an ounce and a tenth of the poison 
After the body was buried a 
search reveoled the fact that deceased's 
wateh and chain was mi . _The 
prisoner denied all knowledge of its 
where-aboute at first, but it was after- 
wards found at his mother’s house. Ske 
stating that Philip had brought it there 
some days before, saying he had purchas- 
ed ie from Mr. Greaves for 3.00 and 
that it wasto apply onhis wages. Jn 
belng confronted with this lie, the accus- 
ed said he was afraid to say he had taken 
it for fear he would be charged with 
Greave's death. ; 

On behalf of the prisoner it was shown 
he had not received any education and 
little moral training, he had been sent 
out to work when only ten years of age. 
Both his mether and the man she is liv- 
ing with seemed quite indifferent to his 
fate. They had never visited him or had 
they made any efforts to secure counsel. 
Messrs Henderson & Mathenson had 
been asked byhis Lordship to act for the 
boy and they had left no stene unturned 
to secure a fair trial.

Gentlemen of the Jury :—The case be- 
fore you is not only a most serious case, 
but also an intricate one. The facts are 
before you and itis for youto sift the 
evidence, so that you can ide if the 
man Greaves came tohis death by the 
hands of this boys. It is the duty of the 
Jadge to lay before the jury the law 
oman the case. It is your duty 
te study out the facts by your intelligence. 
The law says that certain acts are to be 
punished. When the judge has the dis- 
cretion the responsibility is upon him. 
When he has no discretion it is upon 
those that make the laws. You have 
been told by counsel on buth sides that 
the bey shonld have the benefit of any 
reasemmable doubt. Ifseveral witnesses 
came before you and swore the boy plac- 
ed the poison inthe food, and others 
swore to the contrary you might disbe- 
lisve the first witness then you would 
give prisoner the benefit of the doubt. 
Now probably all of you have heard 
something of this case before. In this 
country whero there is so much _ intelli- 
gence, it is hardly possible that through 
the papers or some other source, you 
should not do so. It is your duty to ex- 
clude all this from your minds, simply 
study the evidence as it has been given 
in court. Ihave no doubt you all see 
this isa most painful case. The lad has 
had no education, none of that care and 
attention 8> necessary toa young child. 
He, poor watf, appears to have been left 
to drift anywhere of his own free will. 
The consequence is, that he stands to- 
day charged with the most heinous crime 
inthe calander. And we see him as 
friendlesgs with no one to comfort him, 
left completely on his own resources in 
the dock to-day. Just sucha poor waif 
as one might expect to be brought up on 
such a charge. Try to banish all this 
from your minds, do not from this judge 
him guilty, or do not extend to him too 
much pity. He is not on trial for being 
a liar or theif, but on « charge of murder. 
Of one thing there is no doubt, that is, 
that A.K Greaves diedin June iast. Fhe 
evidencejadduced by the crown is that he 
died from gtrychnine, if he did not die 
from this, then there is no case agaimst 
the boy. You nave to consider the evi 
dence of the professiouai men, who came 
before you. They bave . also give their 
opinions. Tf you come to the conciusjon 
that he died from poision, you must con- 
sider how it was acministered. There 
are three ways it might have been done. 
either by Greaves, or the boy, ora third 
person, but there 1s no reason to suppose 
it was given by a third person, as he had 
no enemins snd it is not supported by 
evidence. On the prisoners side, counse! 

» has tried to show, that Greaves ir a tit of 
dispondency might have taken his own 
life. The crown try and prove that on!) 
« fow days before, he was evidently m 
ima rrangements for the future, and th 
might Verure ial been speaking of them 
If the bey had committed the deed his 
action# were thos hoy, not of a man.

They 
must wemember that the prisoner is 4 
young lad, one apparently who did not 
care if be told the truth or not. While 
this woel2 show bim to be a very bad 
boy, the natura! instinct would teach 
him to gay what was most in his favor. 

The jery must as far as possible disabuse 
their minds of any impression formed by 

Donneley's evidence, who had not cau- 

tioned the prisoner when arrested. Then 

there is the prisoner's visit to Storey's w 

borrow the mustard, It has been sug- 

gested that ‘ireaves sent the boy for the 

mistard after he hed taken che poison 

and that he wished te use it as an emetic. 

The prisoner stated he gave the mustard 

to Greaves, but it has been proved that 

the mustard was not given to him. You 

have also to consider if it is not reason- 

ably possible that the poison might, by 
some accident, have got into the food. 

Then as to the prisoner himself, did he do 
is by accident or otherwise. Again in 
judging of the acts and statements of 
the boy, you must remember he is but a 
boy, nota man. There was another ele- 
ment, the evidence of the little boy. It 
had long been the custom of British Law 
Courts to admit of mo evidence not taken 
upon oath, inroads been made on 
this, and children of tender years had 
been allowed to give evidence without an 
oath. He was of the opinion thet the 
child had sufficient intelligence to give 
evidence, but one shought had entered 
his mind. Did the child understand the 
duty of speaking the truth? It was for 
them to attach what weight they thought 
proper to this evidence. _ He pointed out 
that under the statute, if there was no 
evidence to corrobesate this boys evidence 
they would not be entitled to convict the 
boy. Under the new Crimmina!l Code, 
homicide is divided into culpable or 
crimminal, and homicide not crimminal. 
divided into mur- 
derand mansiaughter. Murder 1s the 
unlawful killing without maiice. He 
would ask them to take these facts into 
their careful consideration, they were 
disinterested in doing justice, and find 

ing a righteous verdict, they were inter- 
ested in protecting society, the lives of 
their triends, families ani themeelues, 
also they were interested in the prisoner 
and protecting themselves and famtlies 
from unjust prosecution. The evidenc« 
has been most contradictory and in some 
cases has been proved untrue. te

regard to the propriety of convicting a 
boy of his tender years, he pointed out 
that under the new s:atute no pefson 
under seven years can be convicted and 
between the ages of 7 and 14no person 
shail be convicted u iless he is competent 
to know the natureof his crime. The 
question arises whether this statute will 
affect the tris! He did not regard it as 
important, as it was the same 4s the old 
law. The question arises to, what 
is the boys age, his stepfather says he is 
14 years old, but the Judge did not think 
he knew much about it, and would not 
place any reliance om his statement. The 
mother at first made him over 14, after- 
wards she did not know if it was 14 or 1d 
next March. Was the prisener on the 
2ist of June last under the age of 14 
years Was the boy competent to know 
the nature of the offence and to appre- 
ciate that it was wrorg. 

Gentiemen, it is ycur duty to use the 
best imtellizence you have to come toa 
just verdict. The prisoner has a right to 
this. You will reason the case out 
amongst yourselves: Keep your minds 
from forming a positive opinion until 
you have threshed all the evilence at. 
If you find thatthe evidence points to 
the guil of the prisoner you must render 
that verdict. Remember that the prison- 
er must have the benefit of any reason 
able doubt.

Whether all these fameus diamonds are 
mcre valuable than the ‘' Jagersfonteia 
Excelsior,” recently discovercd in the 
Orange Free State, remains to bs seen. 
This is said to be the largest diamend in 
the wo:14, weighing 971 carats, but uncu’. 
Ice height is abeut three inches, ite width 
about two, while the flat base measures 
early two inches by one and a quarter.

are connectrd by threads leriy at- 
tached, overcast with the button-hole stitch 
and ernamented accerding te ths styie of 
the design. In some kinds there is nv 
greund at all, the ot jects represented joln- 
iog each other. In the varietics known as 
Mechlisn, Valenciennes and Buckingham 
laces, and several others, the pattern 
or gymp is made with the ground. 
Brussels and Honiten laces agsin 
are composed differently from these, the 
gymp being werked separately, and then 
gown on the ground. Areund the edge «f 
the pattern there is generally a little raised 
cerd called ‘“‘ cordonaet.” The upper edge 
ef Ince is cfsen. compesed of very emali 
leope, which constitate what is calied a 
** pearl” edze, whilst the lewer, or foo‘ing, 
is a nerrow lace, by which the work is av- 
tached to the material on which it is to be 
wern. Laces, on the whole, are exccedingly 
iatricate, and to these who have ro praoti- 
cal knowledge of them, the ingentous en- 
tanglement of threads from which they 
resuit fs an insoluble mystery. Oatef this 
are predaced the most besutiful desigus ; 
geometric figures, aves, flewersand ci¢€a- 
tiens of fancy of the most elaborate kin. 

‘* Real” or hand-made laces are again 
divided inte two claeses, ns or 
needle-made kinds avd p'liow lace. Toe 
latter, as ite name indicates, is made y 
weaving, twisting and plaiting together 
upen the lace cushion a number of threads 
supplied from bobbins. Point lace fs sup- 
posed to be of Italien erigio, having pro- 
bably been invented in the convents of that 
country. Daring the 16:h centary it be- 
came very widely wo, aad was in alm<st 
general use, being applied to numereus fur- 
poses. It wae a great feature in ecsiesi- 
astical decoration and was also extensively 
used in the dress of high church dignitaries. 
Tne lece of the time was chiefly of gre- 
metric design ; combinations of squares, 
circles and ether figures in repetition. 

The inventien of pillow lace-making fol- 
lowed, in about a half te three quarters of a 
ceatary, that of point lace. This is said to 
have eccurred in the Netherlands, the in- 
ventor being a lady. The story goes that a 
lady in Nuremborg, by name Barbara Etter- 
lein, {atroduced this invention iato (‘ser- 
many. She went te reside in the Harts 
Mountains, where she morried a rich mss‘er 
miner, Chrietepher Uttmann, of Annaberg. 
In the mining districts of the Hariz i: was 
customary for the workmen to weer their 
hate leng, and to confine it {n net», which 
were woven by the females. Barbara, 
observing this, introduced the pil- 
low, and taught them te make 
a plain lace greund as an improve- 
msat upon the nete they were makiny. 
The art she hereelf, it issaid, had derived 
frem o Brabant refagee. Pillew Jace- 
makiog became so poplar that Freu 
Uttmann eet upa workshop at Annsber,, 
where she took in pupils and designed new 
patterns. After her death, which took 
plece on Jan. 14:b, 1565, om insorip:ion war 
placed upen ber grave claiming fer ber the 
pillew lace. Whether this 
claim be jcstly founded or net cannot now 
be determined. From Annaberg ava ceatre 
the manufacture spread over Germany, and 
thence into nelghbering countries. —Teztwe 
Mercury.
